No. IL—THE SINGULAR CAREER OF MACBETH.

WW y FEW centuries ago, when the devil and his family were on more 
friendly terms with mankind than they are now, there was a good 
deal of fighting going on in a promiscuous kind of way in the country 
called Scotland, then, as now, peopled by a savage race of barbarians, who 
went on to the end of their tethers with no Shairp and warning voice to 
point out the error of their ways. At the time the present story opens, it 
appears that a little war had been in progress between a foolish old man 
called Duncan, King of Scotland, and some of his subject, who had re- 
volted on account of the unjustifiable additions recently made to the 
income tax. The king’s army seems to have been under the command of 
a person named Macbeth, who, though originally only a private soldier, 
had, through his great success in such competitive examinations as were 
then in vogue, worked his way to the top of the tree. The extraordinary 
feats of valour which he performed during the final battle of the war would 
be almost beyond belief were ft not that they have been faithfully related 
by an orderly, who was sent to acquaint the king with the result of the 
fight, and who laid it on so thick when he was recounting Macbeth’s 
exploits as to justify the suspicion that he had either had or expected to 
get half-a-crown for his trouble—half-a-crown then being a good deal of 
money in Scotland,as the whole national wealth consisted of £756. 19s. 103d., 
every farthing of which had been legitimately robbed from the 
natives of the English border counties. According to this orderly, 
Macbeth must Have slain about five thousand persons with his 
own sword, carving various artistic designs on their bodies in a 
way which rendered them highly ornamental objects. He appears 
to have been particularly rough on a rebel called the Thane of Cawdor, 
whom he sliced in half with such dexterity that the two parts remained 
together as before, and Cawdor, not pereciving that he was dead, went on 
fighting until, happening to give a tremendous lunge forward, the upper 
part of him fell off. When the King heard that Cawdor was dead he was 
particularly glad, for the Thane some time before had won a clean saxpence 
from him at Nap, and the King, who was always hard up, didn’t forgive 
him for it. So he immediately invested Macbeth with the title and its 
appurtenances, consisting of one castle, or stone hut, a small quantity of 
second-hand furniture, seventeen-and-six in money, and a few children— 
not, on account of their bad blood, very good to eat—a messenger being 
immediately despatched to acquaiut Macbeth with this crushing stroke of 
good fortune. 

Now, in Scotland, at this time there lived three old ladies, who were 
half-sisters to the Devil, and had, in virtue of the relationship, certain 
powers, such as that of riding through the air on broomsticks, vanishing 
away when they liked, and so on, which were very useful to them in their 
pursuit of an honest livelihood.. These three ladies seem to have taken a 
violent fancy to Macbeth, old as they were, and.had charged themselves 
specially with the business of looking after him. So, hav fng heard Dunean 
bestow on him the title of Thane of Cawdor, they all made haste to meet 
him first and gratify him with the news, and, summoning their faithful 
broomstick steeds, which came neighing and prancing from the stable, they 
flew through the air to a blasted heath—the penultimate word is not an oath 
but an adjective—over which Macbeth had to cross on his way to glory. 
Macbeth had not arrived when they got there, but presently he came up 
With his friend Banquo, both of them, if the truth must be told, pretty con- 
siderably tight, as they had been crushing several pots at the village alehouse 
after the fight. When they came along the witches made up to them, and 
“roping low curtseys, smiled in a most eros and eoulfing manner, very | 
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much after the fashion of the ident child of nature, the hyena. Both 


Macbeth and Banquo were a bit flustered at seeing them, for, smile as 
sweetly as they could, they could not disguise their beards, nor would their 
appearance justify any jealousy on the part of Mrs. Macbeth or Mrs. 
Banqao. Then they began by calling Macbeth Thane of Glamis, which, 
as it happened to be his title, was no great intelligence. But they also 
called him Thane of Cawdor, which made him sit up a bit, and capped the 
whole by geuerously assuring him that he should be King of Scotland. 
Now, when Banquo heard this he felt a bit mad, for it appeared as if he 
was not going to get anything. He therefore asked, in no very polite 
tones, whether he couldn’t have a cut in as well, and, to pacify him, the old 
dolls said that although he couldn’t be king himself, his children should 
be, whereat Banquo was quite satisfied, and thought to himself what jolly 
times he would have when his children became kings and supplied him 
with unlimited beer and bacca money out of the public purse. But 
Macbeth, who was of an inquiring turn of mind, saw’a few difficulties in 
the way, and remarked, that as the Thane of Cawdor was still alive he 
didn’t see that there could be any vacancy in the situation, I forgot to 
mention before that when Cawdor felt in two, someone picked him up and 
put the pieces together again, and they fitted so exactly that he 
was able to go on just as before after the two portions of 
his body had been securely fastened. Now the witches, who knew no 
more about it than their cousin, the man in the moon, except what they 
had heard Duncan say, found the question very inconvenient, and judiciously 
vanished, leaving behind them a strong smell of brimstone and treacle. 
Just then who should come in but Malcolm Ross, and William Angus, 
sent to announce to Macbeth his new dignity, and to sct his minéat rest 
by the assurance that Cawdor was going to have his head cut off, and that 
care would be taken that the pieces did not get together again as they did 
before. But instead of throwing. up his cap in the air for joy avd asking 
Ross and Angus what they’d take, as anyone else would have done, 
Macbeth took himself off into a corner of. the stage and began to abuse 
himself in a dreadful way, until Banquo giving him a good thump in the 
ribs reminded him that it was time they went home to tea. So they went, 
each to his own domicile, and between the mouthfuls of muffins, Macbeth 
told his old woman all about the matter. 

Now Mrs. Mae was what is called a strong-minded woman, which means 
a lady who is up to all sorts of nonsense herself, but wont stand any hum- 
bug in others, and this account of her husband’s—of whom, by the way, 
she did not think much, and did not even trust him to run for a quart of 
dinner beer lest his resolution should fail, and he drink all the liquor 
before he came back—this story, I repeat, made her sit up, and consider 
a spell what was best to be done under the circumstances. While she was 
considering with all her might in came an errand-boy to say that the 
King, understanding that Macbeth always had a tripe supper on Friday 
night, had a mind to call in and have a bite and a sup with him, and 
would probably stay all night. This was a wise proviso on Duncan’s 
part, for the wily old cock knew perfectly well that he was sure to get so 
drunk after, supper that he would be utterly unable to yo home, and 
wouldn’t be let inif he could, Mrs. Dungan haying been bronght up on very 
strict principles and detesting anything like inebriation. When Mrs. 
Macbeth heard this she put her fingers to her nose and twiddled them for 
five minutes—a most unladylike, but very expressive, action. She saw 
the proper thing to do at once. Like a clever woman she divined in a 
moment that Macbeth could not be king unless the place was vacant, and 
also that the best way to make it vacant was to prick a hole in Duncan’s 
bellows, so that all his wind would escape. Having decided thus, she im- 
mediately acquainted her husband with the little game on hand, and, by 


dint of bullying him till she was black in the face, got him to promise 


| that he would settle Dunean’s hash that ve ry vight. Macbeth was very 
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loth to undertake the job, for he was, as his old woman scornfully said, 
always too full of the milk of human kindness, and, she might have 
added, of gin. Moreover, he had a decided objection to being found out, a con- 
sideration which is the cause of a great deal of virtue that might otherwise 
not exist in thig world. But the old woman soon showed him that he need 
have no anxiety on that score, for with a great knowledge of human natuse 
in general, and of Scotch habits in particular, she predicted that every soul in 
the King’s party was certain to go to bed dead drank, and it would therefore 
he easy to make it appear as if Duncan had been opened by his grooms, 
n stroks of genius which showed Mac what a perfect treasure of a wife he 
had, This being arranged comfortably, Macbeth a few hours later got up 
in his nightgown to perform the job, but he was in such a terrible fluster 
with fear and gin that he hardly knew what he was about. First of all 
he thought he saw a dagger in front of him, extending a mute invitation 
to be used, but on grabbing at it he found it was only a putty knife left 
by a glazier, who had the day before put in a square of glass in lieu of 
the one Macbeth had smashed when he came ‘home tight the previous 
night and chucked his boots through the window in a rage, because he 
couldn’t find which was the top end of the bed. Afterwards he thought 
he saw the devil, which also turned out to be a «mistake, though there is 
no doubt that the devil saw him, and felt cheerful. At last he went in 
and persuaded Duncan to get out of the way, which Duncan accordingly 
did, with great complaisance, though he couldn’t very well help himself. 
Even then Macbeth only half finished the job, and his loving wife, who 
felt excessively annoyed at his going on in this way, had to complete it 
herself, which she did by daubing the grooms’ faces with gore till they 
looked like clowns in a circus. The next morning there was such a 
hullabaloo as never was, everybody swearing and jawing and dancing 
about like mad. Malcolm and Donaldbain hooked it in a most inexplicable, 
and indeed, as far as the story is concerned, in a most inartistic manner; 
and, in an equally obscure way, Macbeth got himself elected king, and 
enjoyed all the emolument pertaining to the office, the said emolument 
consisting chiefly in the privilege of robbing his subjects, who robbed the 
English. But even then he was not happy, because of the prediction that 
Banquo’s posterity, and not his own, were to have the reversion of the 
place, and he therefore engaged two heavy villains, who, in consideration 
of a gratuity of a hundred pounds—one seventh of all the money in Scot- 
land—undertook to save Banquo and his babies from any further anxiety 
as to how they should eat or drink on the morrow, or wherewithal they 
would be clothed. They were, however, not spry enough, for although 
Banquo tumbled to their scheme, Fleance didn’t, but hooked it with great 
expedition to England, where everybody who found his own country too 
hot for him was then, as now, in the habit of going. When Macbeth 
heard this he was in a fearful rage, and would have given the old womana 
sound thrashing, only he dared not. The only thing that occurred to him 
was to go and call upon his old friends the witches, whom he found in the 
act of preparing a dish of broth for a little supper party which 
their brother, old Nicholas, was giving that evening. They gave 
him a sup of the broth to taste, and comforted him a bit by 
saying that he should not have to knuckle under till Birnam Wood 
went to Dunsinane, and that no man who had a mother in the orthodox 
way shonld hurt him. But when he asked about Banquo, they showed 
him a line of kings three feet feet long, thus confirming his worst 
suspicions, and enraging him to such a degree that he would have demanded 
the return of the three-and-sixpence which he had paid, only that the old 
dolls skeddadled like greased snakes. So he went home, determined at 
anyrate to have a good time of it as long as the spirit dealer would give 
tick, or the landlord of the village beerhouse consent to go on scoring on 
the back of the door. But the best of intentions are often marred by 
adverse circumstances, and virtue is not always its own reward. Just as 
Mac had got settled down a bit, the old woman succumbed to the combined 
effects of age and delerium tremens, and at the same time intelligence was 
brought that Malcolm was coming with the 44th, 45th, 46th, and 47th Light 
Infantry and two batteries of the Royal Artillery with the avowed intention 
of making things extremely unpleasant for Macbeth. When Mac heard this, 
he was rather glad, for it struck him that Maleolm would make a lovely 
corpse, and he felt quite sure that he could play at pitch and toss or man- 
slaughter with the English and win easily. But, herein he reckoned with- 
out his host, or rather, his witches, who, it turned out, had sold him most

if it were carried; nor did they 
remark that Mae luff was the man who had got born without the actual 
It was left to Macdn‘f himself to inform Macbeth 


completely, and in the meanest way.

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of this, and when he heard it, he jndicionsly declined to fight at all, 
knowing that if Macduff didn’t hurt him nobody else could. Upon 
receiving this refusal, Macduff announced that, in default of being 
killed, the King would be taken about the country in a caravan, 
and shown at a penny a head, without the privilege of collecting coppers 
for himself. The idea of being shown at a fair in company 
with fat boys, Mexican giantesses, living skeletons, and two-headed night- 
ingales, was too much for Mac, and ina rage he yelled out, ‘‘ Lay on, then, 
you old duffer, and be d——4d,” a remark which, as far as we know, was 
the last he condescended to make in this world, for at this point both of 
them leave the stage by the wings, and we have no positive information 
as to Macbeth’s fate. As, however, his head was brought in shortly after- 
wards without any body, there is reason to believe that he died. Hig 
posterity have been rather grieved because they could not be kings, but to 
compensate the loss they have earned great fame as tailors, who have a 
good deal to do with the making of kings.

the strict letter of the law, literally interpreted, Lady Golightly is now 
disqualified for the Cesarewitch, Wheel of Fortune for the Middle Park, 


and Peter and Ruperra for the Derby; while every other horse that ran | 


last week at Newmarket is incapacitated from running again upon a 
British racecourse. The whole heart is sick and the whole head is sore. 
A man like Admiral Rous is nowhere to be found; jockeys are in the pay 
of professional gamblers; and jockeys themselves lay against horses 
which they themselves ride, and deliberately keep from winning. ‘So 
long,” says the Telegraph by way of peroration, ‘‘so long as noblemen of 
high character and spotless honour continue—-we have no doubt uncon- 
sciously—to put up jockeys who stake their hundreds upon a race, and 
are in league with betting men from whom they keep nothing secret, the 
Turf will sink lower and lower, until the the time, foretold by the late 
Lord Derby, shall arrive when no man of honour or character will care to 
have anything further to do with such a degraded pursuit.” We can stand 
much, The House of Commons may become subservient, the Sovereign 
irresponsible and despotic, and the Cabinet high-handed and reckless. 
What of that? But for the Turf to become impure and dwindle away— 
oh, no! England could never survive such a calamity as that!

There is at this moment a sharp struggle going on between our influence 
and that of Russia. At the Golden Horn, where, if Sir Austin Layard 
carries the day with the Sultan, a grand Anglo-Oriental surprise will be 
launched one of these mornings. Iam in a position to affirm that the 
Afghan difficulty has, according to Lord Beaconsfield’s judgment, 
rendered the policy of which the Anglo-Turkish Convention and the 
occupation of Cyprus was part, only more important and exigent than 
ever. But most perilously at the critical moment the Sultan sulks and 
does not move. The Times says he must be got to move by what it calls 
an external impulse. What that really means we may see before many 
days.” London is deeply moved. Why? Wherefore? Will some good 
soul kindly tell us?

y K* the Royal “ Lord Dundreary” has appeared before overflowing and 
( delighted audiences three times this week. Here is the sort of fact 

to which we last week drew the attention of Mr. Bogg and the 
Society of Drama Reformers. Provide the public with such plays as the 
purists, and, we confess it, as we ourselves, would wish them to take 
delight in, and the house is empty. Let this caricature of a half-brained 
lord, with limping gait and halting speech, but appear on the boards and 
every part of the place is crammed, from floor to ceiling ; every look 
of the actor is a sign of laughter, his wink is a delight, and his sneeze a 
perfect rapture. Every damn—and there are many—produces a roar, 
while the bare mention of the devil brings down the house. Mr. Sothern 
is, at times, unquestionably very funny, but often when the pit yells and 
the boxes scream there is neither wit nor humour in what the actor says 
or does. How it comes about we hardly know, but, the factis, that ‘‘ Lord 
Dundreary” has earned the reputation of being the funniest fellow on the 
stage, and he has but to raise an eye or a finger to prove that he really 
is so. We don’t complain of Mr. Sothern for this, and it is nonsense to 
blame the drama. We complain of audiences which applaud buffoonery, 
which nail down the talents of a great actor to this miserable part, and 
make him a victim for 5,000 nights to this stupid imbecility. What have 
we lost in order to gain Dundreary? We shall never quite know, for the 
tyrannical lord has bound down the actor so close that he has only just 
permitted us to see that if better things had been demanded better 
would have come. Mr. Sothern has been playing this part now for twenty 





years, within a week or two ; it is just about that time since Our American 
Cousin was first played at Laura Keene’s Theatre, New York. Fancy the 
martyrdom of the actor. Dundreary for a generation! The part of

Ke a HANKS to the Manchester Corporation, no clerk or working man 
J) who lives near the city need now be at a loss how to spend his time 
profitably on a wet Sunday afternoon. If he be wise he will, 
instead of moping in his lodgings, or smoking bad cigars in company with 
street idlers, go to one of the public reading-rooms. Let him enter boldly, 
but not noisily : he has quite as much right to be there as any one in the 
room, aye, or anyone out of it. If he do not feel disposed to read a book— 
or, if he be too gallant to disturb the young ladies behind the bar, who, 
themselves, are reading intently—he has only to turn to the newspapers 
and magazines. The writer of this article went on Sunday last to the 
Cheetham Branch Free Library, and was glad to find that large room 
fairly well filled with decent-looking, orderly workpeople. His intention 
was merely to see for himself whether the Sunday Society is justified in 
the endeavour to persuade other town councils to follow the lead taken by 
the Manchester Council. A glance round the room merely was, he 
thought, not sufficient to form a proper judgment on the matter. It was 
better to stay some time there, and to note the conduct of the visitors and 
the average length of their stay. 

In order not to attract attention, he occupied the time in looking, 
cursorily, at the leading articles of such papers as he rarely sees, and at 
those of papers of whose existence he had been up to then in ignorance. 
While so engaged, he came across a paper named The Salford Chronicle. 
That paper is a weekly one, and, judging from one of its ‘leading 
articles,” in last Saturday’s issue, which article is headed ‘“ Ex- 
Ministerial Effusions,”’ it is devoted to the interests of the Tory 
party. Now, it is to the first in order of the two ‘leading articles” that 
we desire to draw attention. The style and phraseology of that article 
are—at least, it is to be hoped they are—unique. In order to appreciate 
its full force, let us see how the writer has been incited to inflict such a 
tremendons castigation on the Pendleton Ritualists. Let us glance at the 
previous three or four numbers of the Chronicle. Ah! now we understand 
matters. Look at those columns on columns of ‘‘ Letters’’ on the doings 
of the ‘‘ Paddington rector!’”? No wonder the sleeping lion has been 
aroused, or that his thunder-growl joins and drowns the shricks 
and yelps of the anti-ritual jackals. ‘“Itis,” the editor writes, “ time 
that the laity bestirred themselves, and administered a check to 
the wild vagaries of those false pastors.” Ordinary writers would have 
said, ‘‘ should bestir themselves, and administer.” but this editor is not 
an “ ordinary writer.” ‘Is our language too strong?” he writes,—but 
he does not ‘‘ pause for a reply.’”’ On the contrary, relying on an en- 
couraging response, he speedily shows that the language he had used was 
‘small-beer ’’ in comparison with that he had in store for ‘‘those false 
pastors.” It is, however, really alarming to be told that in Pendleton 
“The term Protestant is scorned and contemned, and the obsequious acolytes 
of the ritualistic congregations are already heard reproaching the youth 
of the seven-eighths of the churches yet faithful to the principles of the 
national Church as stigmatised ‘Protestants.’” ‘ Stigmatised Protes- 
tants!” Shocking! But, is not so terrible a charge actionable at law? 
Let us, however, becomforted. It is reassuring to know that :—‘ Ritualism 
finds poor soil here for its baleful growth. It flourishes most among the 
nose-led, because comparatively ignorant, populations of the southern 
parts of our England, unstirred as they are by the commercial and manu- 
facturing enterprise and verve which pervade the North.” 

‘In intelligence, in enterprise, in earnestness, the men of the North a are 
half-a-century ahead of the soft, sleepy, bucolic populations of the South. 
Submissive, unquestioning tillers of the soil, good, obedient hewers of 
wood and drawers of water, and with but scanty mental culture, they 
present the exact material upon which the priest party can operate, and it 
is among such that they can find any measure at all of justification for 
their numerical boast.” Stop! Where have we read before something 
like that—substituting the word Tory for Priest? No! The editor of 
the Salford Chronicle would not be guilty of plagiarism ; he has far too 
great a wealth of words and ideas of his own to stoop to dress up other 
men’s words and palm them off as his own! Whatever lingering doubt 
we may have as io the originality of the foregoing, there can be no doubt 
as to the originality of what follows :—“ Every pretext is seized upon to 














add to the simple ceremonial of the Church, till the performance of public 
worship assumes all the gaud and glitter of a Christmas pantomime, with 
all the idolatrous prostrations and mummery of Eastern heathendom. 
Pastors, they claim to be, appointed to “ feed the flock of God” forsooth ! 
By such audacious perverseness they starve the flock, and instead of the 
food, to obtain which hungry souls resort to church where they have a 
right to expect it, they are treated to such spiritual husks and garbage, 
until they are fain to forsake the church of their heritage and seek 
other pastures.” A ; ~ 

* Such personal aoodenticlll as ritualistic parsons delight to trick them- 
selves out in—ribbons and lace and gewgaws—serve only to awaken in the 
minds of the thoughtful, feelings of humiliation and shame. Such a 
picture may be seen, let us thankfully say, in but few churches in our 
neighbourhood. In one, they may witness what ordinary mortals would 
describe as a stout, elderly gentleman, in a short bedgown, reaching 
scantily to his hips—rendering prominent the globose protuberance of his 
spine-bulb in a way which seems myeingy indecorous to the beholders. 
The costume is accurately described in 2 Samuel x., 4. Can the reverend 
gentleman have been studying the work?” 

‘‘ Globose protuberance of his spine-bulb !’ Who else than the editor 
of the Salford Chronicle could so neatly and so delicately describe what 
must not be referred to even when ladies are present; or, say, “that 
portion of the human frame which it is considered equally indecorous to 
present to a friend or an enemy.” Barham was pretty successful in one 
of his ‘‘ Ingoldsby Legends” :— 

* And out of the window he flew like a shot, 
lor the foot flew up with a terrible thwack, 
And caught the demon about the spot 
Where his tail joins on to the small of his back.” 


but his description, oft quoted, must henceforth give way to that invented 
by the leader-writer of the Chronicle. Why he (the leader-writer) thonght 
it necessary to supplement his own brilliant conception of the Appearance 
presented by the rector, when officiating at St. Paul’s, by referring his 
readers to a certain passage in “ the work” (query, Hoty Brie) I cannot 
imagine. It only shows, however, how modestly he regards his own 
conceits. 

By the way, is not this same editor the ‘‘Sapientum Octavus” of a 
comedy, 7’he Museum, published in the Jackdaw of the 30th of March 
last, and to whom reference is made in the two following numbers? Is he 
not the editor whose articles were wont to bristle with such words as 
“opine,” ‘‘resile,” ‘“adumbration,” “ bilious and. frothy,” “ atrabiliary,”’ 
‘“‘squelch,” and the like? If so, the writer of the present article desires 
to express his unbounded admiration of so powerful a ‘ leader writer,” and 
his astonishment that none of the proprietors of the Metropolitan journals 
have secured, long since, the services of a man who, in their columns, 
could electrify the world. Let us hope that the Jackdaw will be the

THUS THINK AND SMOKE TOBACCO. 


Ser MOKERS never find any dearth of subjects to think about while 
5 enjoying their weed. One of the most useful of these subjects is as 

to whether or not it is well and wise to smoke. Quite a learned 
controversy on the question is going on at present. Dr. Drysdale, senior 
physician to the Metropolitan i’ree Hospital, hasn’t a good woid to say 
for the cigar or the pipe. He speaks of smoking as a real vice, and a 
practice deleterious to health and vitality. After referring to the manner 
in which smoking accelerates the pulse, sometimes raising it from 74 to 
112 beats per minute, he gives an alarming picture of consequences that 
follow excessive indulgence in tobacco, ‘ Smokers,” he says, ‘are sub- 
ject to most annoying palpitations of the heart, to hoarseness, to blackening 
of the teeth and swelling of the gums, to weakness of sight, going on to 
blindness (amaurosis), and to various forms of dyspepsia, with or without 
diarrhoea. I have seen several well-marked cases of nicotic blindness in 
young men under 30, who had chewed—for chewing is, of course, as it 
affords nicotine to the blood, much more rapidly poisonous than smoking ; 
but the long continued smoking of shag tobacco, or, above all, of Caven- 
dish tobacco, in quantities of from half an ounce to an ounce daily, very 
frequently causes blindness in men of 40.’ Yet we all know of cases 
of inveterate smokers being healthy and living to a great age, Once a 
Permissive Bill is passed to put down drinking, we may expect a Permis- 
sive Bill to be agitated for a down smoking.

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OUR WHISPERING GALLERY. 


G THE dramatic critic of one of the dailies has drawn attention to an evil 
ry which, during the last year or two, seems to have grown, and to be 

still growing, more prominent on the stage. I refer to what the 
American newspapers call ‘“‘ damphooling,” under which guise, they hope, 
their readers will discover a familiar piece of profanity which custom 
forbids them to set out in full. The critic finds a text for his remarks in 
Mr. Sothern'’s fondness for the damnatory epithet; but it seems to me 
that Mr. Sothern is not the worst, and by no means the only, offender. 
In low comedy, as in high, it is the fashion for the actor to shout, “* Damn 
it,” and then to affect regret at swearing; or to say, in reply to an 
opponent, perhaps, ‘Then what a damned fool you must be!” And the 
mischief of it is, that this most offensive piece of vulgarity never fails to 
arouse a laugh. You can understand the gods in the gallery or some 
uncouth hobbledehoys in the pit guffawing at this or any other ribaldry ; 
but will you believe that there were ladies, and young ladies— modest- 
looking and pretty creatures, too—who laughed right merrily when Mr. 
Sothern ever and anon stuttered out the one word which condenses the 
Athanasian Creed. Of course, so long as they can raise a laugh in this 
fashion, a number of actors will continue to intersperse their conversation 
with oaths; but from Mr. Sothern better things are expected. Mr. 
Sothern is a gentleman, and ought not to need reminding that when he 
deals out damnation so liberally, he is not only vulg*r, but stupid. 





Somebody was saying to me the other day that Dr. Reed’s accident was 
a curious instance of misfortune making us acquainted with strange bed- 
fellows. I said that I did not quite see that, as I supposed he had private 
quarters. My friend said that could not be, for, according to Mr. King, 
Dr. Reed, speaking as one of the patients, had complained of the noises 
caused by the traffic in the streets around the Infirmary. But that is not 
so new & complaint as my friend supposed. The noise of the traffic sup- 
plied one of the strongest arguments to the advocates of the scheme for 
remoyal of the building to another site, and Dr. Reed was one of them. 
There was another argument, too, that Dr. Reed and Dr. Morgan used to 
use. It was urged that the Infirmary was in an extremely and incurably 
insanitary condition. A higher compliment therefore could not be paid 
to the new governing body than that Dr. Reed should, by entering the 
building as a patient, manifest his belief in the efficacy of the sanitary 
reforms which have now been introduced. 





What, by the bye, is the meaning of that enigmatical letter of Mr. 
Richard Haworth’s. Our friend usually has an object in all he does, and 
since the rejection of the Hulse and Haworth combination, it is fair to 
suspect that he has not the most friendly feeling towards the existing 
authorities. That suspicion will account for the animus revealed in the 
insinuation that appointments to the medical staff are now-a-days foregone 
conclusions. But is there anything beside animus in the imputation 
herein not obscurely made against the impartiality of the committee, for 
a charge may be true, thongh the motive which prompts it is not 
altogether disinterested? Your readers will recollect a correspondence in 
these columns a few months back in reference to an incident which went 
far to show that it is more difficult for a Manchester practitioner to enter 
the Infirmary than it is for *‘ arich man to pass through the eye of a needle,” 
to use a happy incongruity which fell from a lecturer, once heard. That con- 
troversy seems to show that ‘ thereisalack of gentlemen with the necessary 
qualifications’ for appointments in Manchester, simply because the 
Medical Board have raised the standard to a pitch which excludes all the 
general practitioners in the city. But in this particular instance there is, 
as it turns out, more animus than truth in what Mr. Haworth says. There 
can be no doubt that he hits at Dr. Little, and still less doubt that he hits 
at another gentleman, an able physician, who, like Dr. Little, stands, as 
it were, beyond competition. The reason why there is no eager contest 
for the posts to which Mr. Haworth makes reference is, that there is 
among the whole medical profession a perfectly clear and thorongh 
recognition that the two gentlemen referred to are the very best men for 
the offices to which one has been and one will be appointed. 

It appears that the last has not been heard of that ridiculous Domestic 
Economy Congress. Despite the flare of trumpets, the procession, and 
the presence of a Duke, it was as much a failure financially as it was, I 
fear, in its educational purpose. People who preach economy ought surely 
first of all to practise it; but I cannot say that I see much sign of

| economy in the balance-sheet. The total receipts were £270. 8s. 44,« 
the total expenditure £509. 15s. 3d.; and the difference represents 
| balance of £239. 11s. 11d. on the wrong side. The expenses of the pre.
